MONTGOMERY BUS 
GETS LOCAL LINE

Negotiates 1 0-Year Pact With 

Suburban Transit 

Company. 

CUTS FARES AND TIME 

Control of the Philadelphia Sub- 
urban Transit Company which op- 
erates the bus line from Overbrook 
to Bryn Mawr via Bala-Cynwyd, 
Narberth and Ardmore on Mont- 
gomery Pike was obtained this week 
by the Montgomery Bus Company, 
Inc., of Bryn Mawr. The change 
came as a result of six months of 
negotiations. 

In its first advances the Mont- 
gomery Bus Company sought to 
purchase the franchise and the 
equipment of the Philadelphia Sub- 
urban. The Transit Company of- 
ficials refused all offers to sell, 
however, and an arrangement was 
finally reached for a ten-year oper- 
ating agreement. The consideration 
involved was not made public. 

This is the second time in a little 
over a year that the Montgomery 
Pike line has changed hands. It was 
originally organized and owned by 
Vincent Mariani, of Narberth, who 
sold it early in 1925 to the Phila- 
delphia Suburban Transit Com- 
pany. The sale price at that time was 
given as $roo,ooo and settlement 
was said to have been made in casn. 
The Montgomery Bus Company 
assumed charge of the line Sunday 
under its ten-year agreement. Sev- 
eral changes were inaugurated 
immediately. W. D. Glovier, of 
Oak Lane, former manager of the 
Philadelphia Suburban retired from 
active charge and the garage at Six- 
ty-second arid Woodbine avenues, 
Overbrook, was closed. The busses 
now operate from Bryn Mawr and 
are under direct charge of Manager 
Frank A. Dugan,. of the Montgom- 
ery Bus Company. 

Increase Schedule. 
A cut in fares and an increases 
service were also made effective 
with the new management. Busses 
were placed on a 20-minute sched- 
ule Monday and several trips Were 
added to the after-midnight service 
from Overbrook. Formerly the 
line was on a half-hourly sched- 
dule and the last bus from the city 
left at 2 A. M. except on Saturdays 
when the last trip was made at 3 
A. M. Now a 3 o'clock bus is 
scheduled every day in the week 
from Overbrook. 

Under the old regime a flat rate 
of 25 cents was charged all passen- 
gers after midnight regardless of 
the distance they wished to travel. 
This has been abolished and the reg- 
ular day rates and increases in 
schedules are contemplated and will 
be put into effect as soon as the ap- 
proval of the Lower Merion Com- 
missioners, Narberth Borough 
Council, and the Public Service 
Commission has been secured. 

The present route of the Mont- 
gomery pike busses from Ardmore 
to Bryn Mawr parallels and com- 
petes with lines of the Montgomery 
Bus Company operating on Lan- 
caster pike, a block distant. It is, 
therefore, proposed to end the run 
at Lehigh avenue, Ardmore. In- 
stead of going to Bryn Mawr, as 
at present, it is desired to run the 
busses over Lehigh avenue, Ard- 
more, and over Anderson to Mont- 
gomery and return. 

If this change is approved, the 
line will be put on a 15-minute 
schedule throughout the day and a 
flat rate of ten cents for the entire 
distance from Overbrook to Bryn 
Mawr will be charged. Passengers 
wishing to continue to Bryn Mawr 
will be given transfers to Lancas- 
ter pike busses at Lehigh and Lan- 
caster avenues. 

Under its operating agreement 
the Montgomery Bus Company also 
took over a second line operated by 
the Philadelphia Transit, from Fif- 
ty-fourth street and City avenue, 
Bala, through Bala and Cynwyd on 
Conshohocken road to Narberth, 
via Meeting House Lane.^ In con- 
nection with this route it is pro- 
posed later to make applications for 
permission to extend service to West 
Manayunk and Conshohocken.

COAL COMPANY CHANGES 

POLICY AND NAME 

To Abandon Building Materials and 
Increase Service. 

Ralph S. Dunne, president of 
the Narberth Coal and Building 
Material Company, this week an- 
nounced the change in the name 
of the organization to the Nar- 
berth Coal Company, following a 
decision to give up the sale of 
building materials, at one time a 
considerable part of the company's 
business. 

The decision to make the 
change resulted from a rapid and 
consistent growth in the volume 
of coal business, making more 
adequate service necessary, which 
the removal of the building mate- 
rials line would permit. Another 
factor is the realization that Nar- 
berth is well built up as a borough, 
with a result that the town is not 
in as great need of materials serv- 
ice as in the past. 

The products of the company 
will- now include coal, coke, cord- 
wood, kindling, fireplace equip- 
ment and commercial fertilizer. 

The removal of bulky building 
materials from the yards will en- 
able the company to carry on 
hand larger stocks of coal, and 
will also release needed truck- 
room in the delivery department. 

The securing of several large 
contracts, including the Sisters of 
Mercy Convent and a number of 
suburban schools, was another 
factor in the change in the nature 
of the business of the company.

The teachers for the 1926-27 
term of the Lower Merion public 
schools were announced yesterday by 
Superintendent S. Edgar Downs. 
They will go on duty Monday when 
the Senior, the Junior High School 
and all the grade schools of the 
township will reopen for the fall 
term. 

The staff this year totals 173 in- 
structors and of this number 41 are 
new. Most of the new teachers 
represent replacements, but several 
have been added to take care of the 
rapidly growing enrollment in Low- 
er Merion public schools. 

The largest staff of teachers will 
be found in the Ardmore Avenue 
School, Ardmore. There are 32 here. 
In the Senior High School there will 
be 28 and in the Junior High, 26. 
The Ardmore Avenue School is 
the largest grade school in the dis- 
trict and it is so crowded that its 
overflow will be taken care of l)y 
three teachers placed in the Junior 
High building. 

There are six new instructors in 
the Senior High; 13 in the Junior 
High; six on the Ardmore Avenue 
staff; three at Ashland, two at Cyn- 
wyd, five at Merion and one each at 
Bala, Bryn Mawr and Gladwyne. 

The bus service will be the same 
as: last year, Mr. Downs stated; 
Newcomers who are not familiar 
with the schedules may have them 
by applying to the superintendent's 
office at the Senior 'High School, at 
Ardmore. 

Principals were at their respective 
schools all this week from Tuesday 
morning on to enroll new students.

Atlantic City and New York Charges 
Advanced in New Tariff. 

A schedule of long-distance rate 
changes have been announced by 
the Bell Telephone Company. 

There are slight increases in 
charges for calls to Atlantic City 
and New York, but reductions are 
shown in rates to mai*e distant- 
points. 

The proposed changes were filed 
recently with the Public Serv- 
ice Commission at Harrisburg, and 
if approved will become effective 
October 1, on which date new inter- 
State rates will also be effective. 

"These; service and rate changes," 
said the telephone company's state- 
ment, "are a part of a broad plan 
for service improvement which with 
similar changes to be made in other 
parts of the country, will result 
in a saving to the telephone users 
of the United States of approxi- 
mately $3,000,000 a year. 

The rates given in the following 
comparative table show the charge 
for Philadelphia for station-to-sta- 
tion calls, not for some specific per- 
son : 

Old Rate, New Rate 

New York $ .35 $ .60 

Atlantic City 40 .45 

Harrisburg 75 .70 

Pittsburgh 1.75 1.45 

Chicago 4.25 3.10 

San Francisco 16,50 11.00 

"To points 150 or more miles dis- 
tant, the rates are substantially re- 
duced, the greater the distance the 
greater the reduction. A few rates 
between 24 and no miles will be 
increased to make the schedule con- 
sistent throughout, but in ^ these 
cases the increase of the basic sta- 
tion-to-station rate will not be more 
than five cents. 

Coincident with the change in 
rate, the period during which re- 
duced rates will apply on station-to- 
station calls will be lengthened by 
one and one-half hours. 

Reduced rates on station-to-sta- 
tion calls will begin at 7 P. M. in- 
stead of 8.30 P. M., as formerly. 
Between 7 P. M. and 8.30 P. M. 
the rates will be approximately 75 
per cent, of the day station-to-sta- 
tion rates and from 8.30 P. M. to 
4.30 A. M. about 50 per cent, of 
the day rates. These discounts will 
apply where the day station-to-sta- 
tion rate is 40 cents or more, with 
a minimum reduced rate of 35 cents. 
Because of the unsatisfactory serv- 
ice conditions which is brought 
about, the existing midnight dis- 
count is discontinued.

Rapid payment of taxes this year 
is appartantly the rule, according to 
a statement r this week by tax col- 
lector, Mrs. Abbie N. Diven. Up 
to Thursday night she states 
$22,610.84 had bten paid, and un- 
usually large amount for this time 
of the year. 

This represents slightly over ten 
per cent, of the amounts to be col- 
lected this year, which include $88,- 
882.56 for schools, $104,769.48 for 
borough purposes, $13,096.18 for 
county taxes and $2,818.14 in State 
levies. 

The last date for the payment of 
county taxes without the addition 
of a penalty is September 15, and 
the money is coming in apace. Many 
persons, Mrs. Diven states, in pay- 
ing the county taxes, are including 
all the items in order to save the 
trouble of sending in two remit- 
tances. 

The tax collector is holding office 
hours at the Narberth National 
Bank from 9 to 3 daily except Wed- 
nesday and Saturday and is also at 
the bank on Friday evenings from 7 
to 9. She has expressed apprecia- 
tion of the courtesy of the bank in 
making this possible, for in the past 
years a regular tax collection office 
has not been available to Narberth ' 

taxpayers. 

The Levies. 

The editor of Our Town has re-, 
ceived numerous queries, asking for 
an explanation of the various levies 
made. The per capita and occupa- 
tion taxes seem to be the most con- 
fusing. The levies are as follows : 
..... For- school purposes, ,19 mills. on 
each dollar of property assessment 
in the borough, plus $5 a head for 
every adult over 21 years of age, 
regardless of whether or not he or 
she is a property owner, a voter or 
pays other taxes. 

For borough purposes, 24 mills 
of each dollar of property, plus 24 
mills on the "occupation" of each 
adult, without exception. This oc- 
cupation assessment is based on the 
person's business or occupation, and 
the assessment varies from $100 to 
$300. For example, a man assess- 
ing $150 for occupation will pay 
the borough $3.60 in addition to all 
other taxes. 

County tax, a straight three mills 
on all property and occupation as- 
sessments, similiar to those for bor- 
ough purposes. In other words, the 
county tax in each case is just one- 
eighth that of the borough tax. 

The State tax is a four mill levy 
on certain securities, and is not a 
property or occupation tax; there- 
fore all residents are not liable. 
All Must Pay. 

One fact which some citizens do 
not know is that all residents must 
pay, whether or not they receive 
bills. According to the law it is 
up to the individual to be sure he 
gets his bill. The bill is a courtesy, 
but if it is omitted or missent, the 
taxpayer should go at once to Mrs. 
Diven and have his tax looked up, 
for he is liable to fines and penalties 
whether or not the bill is received. 

Until October 1, a five per cent 
discount is allowed on borough 
taxes, but not on school taxes. After 
the first of next month a five per 
cent penalty is added to the school 
taxes, and a five per cent, penalty is 
added to the borough tax after Jan- 
uary 1, 1927. The county and State 
taxes are due before next Wednes- 
day.

SLEEPLESS AGE 



Library Recommends Books on 

Psychology. 
At a recent meeting of the 
American Chemical Society in 
Philadelphia it was predicted by 
a prominent man of the scientific 
world that there might be dis- 
covered in the not too-distant 
future an antidote for fatigue.

At first thought this would seem 
to presage the millennium, but 
after all one might wonder if it 
would be an ideal state. What, 
no sleep? And certainly a ques- 
tionnaire asking for an opinion on 
the advisability of increasing the 
working hours might produce 
amazing results. 

; Another possibility according 
to this scientist is that of making 
character by the simple injection 
of a compound. Now here is 
something to challenge the atten- 
tion Would you have a timid 
child at once made brave and 
courageous? Administer two 
drops of a certified compound in 
a glass of water immediately on 
rising, providing of course that 
sleep at that time is still a neces- 
sity: Or if gaiety and cheerful- 
ness are required give two pink 
pills before or after each meal. A 
medicine cabinet filled with pre- 
scriptions of aids to character 
would give into mortal hands a 
stupendous power. 

While the ideas thus expressed 
are capable of ridicule, there may 
be some underlying principle 
there worthy of consideration, and 
anyway they lead to interesting 
fnvestigation and discussion. 
HowevV, it might be well to learn 

also what eminent psychologists 
have to say on the subject of 
heredity and environment as 
affecti/g character. The library 
has many books on this and cor- 
relating subjects, and recommends 
several new ones which have at- 
tracted much attention this 

summer. , . ... n

Mr. Wiggam 
is also interested in chemical 
work, and has been one of the 
earliest lecturers on heredity, and 
in his books has succeeded in his 
purpose of making the vital truths 
of this science understandable to 
non-scientific readers. 

These books naturally lay stress 



on the theories and beliefs of 
heredity, and as it is well to learn 
also what is said of the influence 
of environment, the libary recom- 
mends two new books, "Under- 
standing our Children," by Fred- 
erick Pierce, and "Education and 
the Good Life," by Bertrand Rus- 
sell. All the books mentioned are 
well worth reading, especially by 
parents, as they are stimulating, 
thought provoking, while at the 
same time they are readable and 
entertaining.

Effective October 1, 1926 

These changes in Long Distance Telephone Bates t so far 
as they affect service between Pennsylvania points, have 
been filed with the Pennsylvania Public Service Com* 
mission t and, if approved by the Commission, will be 
effective October j, 1926. 



CHANGES in Long Distance Rates 

To points 150 miles or more distant the rates will be 
substantially reduced. The greater the distance, the greater 
the reduction. 

For example, from Philadelphia to Pittsburgh the basic sta* 
tion-tO'Station rate will be $1.45 instead of $1.75; to Chicago, 
$3.10 instead of $4.25; to San Francisco, $11.00 instead of $16.05. 

A few rates for distances between 24 and no miles will 
be adjusted to make the schedule consistent throughout, 
but in these cases the increase of the basic station'to'station 
rate will be only five cents. 

Reversed Charges on Station-to-Station Calls 

Heretofore the reversal of charges has been available only 
on person-to-person calls. As a further convenience to the " . 

public this privilege will be extended to station'to'station 
calls where the rate is 25 cents or more. 

LONGER Reduced Rate Hours 

Reduced rate hours on Station'to'Station calls will begin 
at 7 p.m. instead of 8:30 p.m. as formerly. 

Between 7 and 8:30 p.m. the rates will be approximately 
75 per cent of the day station'to'station rates. 

From 8:30 p.m. to 4:30 a.m., they will be about 50 per 
cent of the day rate. 

These discounts will apply where the day station'to'station 
rate is 40 cents or more,with a minimum reduced rate of 3 5 cents. 

Because of the unsatisfactory service conditions which it 
brought about, the existing midnight discount will be dis' 
continued. 

These changes are made in the interests of public conven' 
ience, to relieve the burden now imposed by the congestion 
of business at midnight and to furnish still better long dis' 
tance service. 

These service and rate changes are a part of a broad plan for service improve- 
ments which, with similar changes to be made in other parts of the country, will 
result in a saving to the telephone users of the United States of approximately 

$3,000,000 a year.
